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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-20 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The recitation 
of a Railway vehicle comprising an underframe, in which a mounting pocket is included 
for the attachment of a towing arrangement having a mounting flange, two pairs of 
axially spaced-apart shoulders being arranged in the mounting pocket, between which 
shoulders the mounting flange is located together with a clamping arrangement with the 
purpose of clamping the mounting flange against a first pair of shoulders, and thereby 
fixing the towing arrangement in relation to the underframe, characterized in that the 
clamping arrangement comprises a form-stiff insert as well as a clamping device acting 
between the same and the mounting flange, which device aims to retreat the mounting 
flange and the insert from each other, and thereby guarantee clamping of the mounting 
flange against said first pair of shoulders, at the same time as the insert is clamped 
against the second pair of shoulders, is seen as an unobvious improvement over the art 
of record.
